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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 03/03/2009 have been received and 
entered in the case. 

2. Applicant's amendments and/or response with respect to the claims 
have been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

CLAIMS 1 and 13: In view of the limitations, the prior art does 
not disclose or fairly suggest a method or device for placing a call 
in an elevator system, wherein a surface is manually touch to indicate 
a desired call in which a controller determines whether the elevator 
system can respond to the desired call and having a responder that 
automatically provides a tactile confirmation of the desired call that 
is responsive to a signal from the controller once the controller 
determines that the elevator system can respond to the desired call. 

The closest prior art disclosed in form 892 and 1449, Masahiro 
'749; and Kikuchi Emiko 2000-034068 describes an elevator system 
having a call button that provide a tactile feedback when touch. 
Additionally, various other references in form 892 disclose 
controllers that would determined whether an elevator system can 
respond to a desired call. However, there is no teaching or even a 
fairly suggestion to combine the prior arts to arise at the claim 
invention of having a responder (vibration motor) provide a tactile 
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confirmation of a desired call in response to a signal from the 
controller once it determines that the elevator system can respond to 
the desired call. This specific limitation is deemed to be directed to 
a nonobvious improvement over the inventions patented by Masahiro "74 9 
and Emiko '068 .
